In most of the discussions of the post-war world one 
supreme consideration has been almost completely ignored. 


Tf we are to have a new world we must have a new citizen. 


This means, of course, that the new post-war world will 


be built by new post-war citizens, or it will not be built. 

The wisest of the world’s rulers, politicians, planners, 
diplomats and statesmen will never be able to design a world 
in which dishonesty and callous greed will work. Nor can 
they lay down a blueprint for peace for a world in which 
one-half of the population is overstuffed and the other half 
is underfed until a hope is raised that such inequality is to 
be eliminated. 

If color lines are always to be battle lines, there can 
never be any hope of peace, for colors do not change. 

If great nations are not to be bound by the same moral 
restraints that govern individuals in a civilized state, we 
can look forward to nothing less than international chaos. 
States must be brought under control, and made to serve 
humanity, , 

This means that individual citizens of great nations 
must be ready to pay the price involved when adherence 
to such standards threatens to cost us trade advantages or 
commercial profits. Such a readiness is not a_ political 
problem, but a personal one in which private citizens share.
